Reservation'’s Dignity. 

With flare of trumpets and great 
commotion In the senate cloak 
rooms, the propesed 
reservaton on Article 10, drafted by 
the “mild reservation” republicans, 
made its appearance. It acquired a 
dignity that otherwise might have 
heen denied it ‘rough info: al an- 
nouncement that it was acceptable 
_to Senator Henry Cabot Lodge and 
would be supported by him as well 
as by a large number of democrats. 

Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock de- 
clared acceptance of the reservation 
would be “a surrender, not a com- 
promise,” but he ventured no pre- 
dictions as to whether it would be 
preferable as a last resort to ratify 
the treaty.

Washington, February 11,—(Spe- 
cial.)—In the highly organized and

states, 

When the manager, John T. King, 
who had formulated and conducted 
that policy, was dropped, several 
of the local republican leaders 
throfghout the country. who had 
been lined up for Wood were jarrei 
loose from their allegiance, An 
appreciable number of these have 
now come over to Lowden, _ 

Suffer Decline. 

In so far as General Wood's 
candidacy has been conducted from 
the standpoint of marshaling pop- 
ular support, it has also recently 
suffered a slight decline. One of 
the principal policies. with which 
General Wood’s candidacy is as- 
sociated is universal military train- 
ing. That policy has commended 
him to a large number of ®:cople, 
but in proportion as the war re- 
cede: into the background popular 
support of universal military train- 
ing becomes less keen. 

Within the last week political 
leaders have been made aware that 
in large sections of the country, 
especially the west and southwest, 
the falling off of enthusiasm for 
universaly military training has be- 
come a less desirable issue, and the 
candidate who is associated with 
that issue more than’with any other 
has become to. that degree a less 
acceptable candidate, 

The candidacy of Senator Har- 
ding, of Ohio, has also entered a 
new phase during the past few 
days. The original intention of 
Mr. Harding’s friends was not ‘to 
campaign for delegates in any state 
outside of Ohio. Now, however, 
the Harding candidacy has become 
more pretentious, a nation-wide or- 
ganization is being brought togeth- 
er and in a few days will be an- 
nounced. Aggressive efforts are al- 
ready being made to secure the del- 
egation from Indiana, and similar 
efforts will shortly be made 
throughout the country generally. 

On Democratic Side. 

On the democratic side, of the ef- 
fort of party leaders to head off 
Bryan is now coming into sharp and 
op.~ conflict with those who are 
determined to make Mr. Bryan a 
figure in the convention.

BOURGEOISE TO HEAD 
COURT ORGANIZATION 


Little Public Interest 
Shown, Few Sightseers 
Standing ‘in the Palace 
Court— A Contrast to 
Meetings in Paris. 


London, February 11.—The coun- 
cil of the league of nations formal- 
ly opened its meeting here at noon 
today. Arthur J. Balfour, repre- 
senting Great Britain, assumed the 
chair on the suggestion of Leon 
Bourgeois, representative of France. 

In his speech of welcome to the 
delegates, Mr. Balfour said there 
was only one blot on the meeting, 
and that was that there were eight 
nations represented instead of nine. 
He said it was not desirable to 
touch on the absence of the United 
States, but he referred to it as 
marring the symmetry of the orig- 
inal plan of the league. 

M. Bourgeois, in reply, added a 
word of regret that the nations rep- 
resented were only eight in number. 

“As I myself was one of the 
plenipotentiaries at Versailles, 1 am 
sure nobody I am now addressing 
and none of my friends in America 
will think I am doing wrong in ex- 
pressing my personal regret that, 
for the moment at all events, we 
have not reached our complete num- 
ber,” said Mr. Balfour in his refer- 
ence to the lack of American repre- 
sentation in the council at the pres- 
ent time. He expressed the opinion 
the members of the council would 
be able to do useful work and that 
an institution “which carries with- 
in itself so many privileges for the 
future may do something towards 
tensummation which all desire.” 

Session Fermal. 

All the ambassadors and minis- 
ters of the allied, associated and 
neutral powers, other distinguished 
public men and the press to. the 
number of 160 were invited to at- 
tend. 

The opening meeting at noon was 
of a more or less formal nature, to 
deal with the programs of the pro- 
ceedings of the subsequent meet- 
ings, which will occupy Thursday as 
well as today, some sessions being 
public and others private. This aft- 
ernoon’s session, with Arthur J. 
Balfour, British representative, pre- 
siding, was private. 

The nations represented at the 
meeting were Belgian, Brazil, Great 
Britain, France, Greece, Italy, Japan 
and Spain. : 

The council entrusted M. Bour- 
geoise with organizationof the per- 
manent court of international jus- 
tice provided for by Article 14 of 
the league covenant, and considera- 
tion of the proposed list of interna- 
tional jurists to be invited to form 
a& committee to prepare plans for 
the constitution of the court: Count 
Quinones de Leon, Spanish ambas- 
sador to France, with consideration 
of the duties of the league relating 
to transit, port, waterways and rail- 
ways; Dr. Gastoa da Cunha, Bra- 
zilian ambassador to France with 
the constittuion of an international 
body for dealing with health prob- 
lems, and Baron Keishiro Matsui, 
Japanese. ambassador to France, 
with the league’s guarantee with 
reference to the Polish minority 
treaty. 

But Little Interest. 

There was little show of public 
interest inthe meeting of the council, 
few sight-seers standing in the 
palace court. There was no police 
guard, but two of the king’s scarlet- 
coated marshals were stationed at 
the entrance of the palace to direct 
the arrivals. The whole scene con- 
trasted with the crowds of onlook- 
ers and forces of gendarmes about 
the first meetings of the peace con-

London, February 11.—The drink 
question was briefly discussed in 
both houses of parliament yester- 
day. Earl Curzon told the lords 
that the bill on this subject to be 
introduced would contain provisions 
for shorter hours of sale.

In the house of commons the sub- 
ject was alluded to by Sir Donald 
Maclean.

He was unaware what 
the duty on the consumption for the 
last named period would produce 
but it was a form of revenue that 
all chancellors of the exchequer 
would be pleased to be able to dis- 
pense with, he said. He hoped the 
measures proposed by the govern- 
ment would prove to be a serious 
atttempt to grapple with the evit.

GERMANS FOUGHT 
IN MEXICAN ARMY 


Continued from First Page. 


American sojdier,,on December 28, 
1918. He was killed on the Mexi- 
ca side near El Paso. The return 
of his body to the American side, 
where the autopsy was held, was 
made the basis of protest by Mex- 
ican authorities against any action 
by them. Negotiations resulted in 
three examinations of the body, one 
by a Mexican military medical of- 
ficer, and the arrest and preliminary 
trial of Lieutenant Azpeitia, who 
confessed, but insisted he acted in 
self-defense. It is known the 
American soldier was unarmed and 
Mexican witnesses testified the 
lieutenant did not act’in self-- 
defense. 

The continuance of the case was 
checked upon a technical point and 
the witnesses have disappeared. 
The lieutenant is at large. 

Fight at Nogales. 

Captain Herman told the commit- 
tee the fight at Nogales began at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. A shot was 
fired by a sentry on the interna- 
tional line in an effort to prevent 
its unauthorized crossing by some- 
one. Within five minutes, he de- 
clared, general firing was in prog- 
ress from Mexican positions that had 
been previously occupied, and that 
machine gunfire was directed at 
the Americans. 

When an armistice was agreéd to 
at 7 o’clock, the Mexican order to 
cease firing was given in the usual 
military manner. There was noth- 
ing, he insisted, to indicate the 


fighting was being done by civilians, 
as claimeda, except the statement of 
the commaning officer and the 
civilian clothing worn by many of 
those engaged: 

The Mexican consul at Nogales sent 
to Captain Herman, who was 
wounded, the suggestion that if the 
Americans would raise a white falg 
the Mexicans would cease _ firips. 
The reply was: “The Americans 
have no whiteflag; they don’t use 
them.” 

A few minutes later a white flag 
on the Mexican side of the town 
resulted in a cessation of fire, that 
was followed by the return of the 
Americans to their own side of the 
border.

reserve system as a bulwark for al) 
time against any serious financial 
disturbance in this country. 

Knowing the ancient republican 
cry that a full dinner pail may be 
assured only by the return of the 
republican party to full power in 
the nation will not find a respon- 
sive ear under existing prosperous 
conditions, some of the republican 
leaders seemingly are making a de- 
liberate and concerted effort to 
the confidence of the 
people in the financial structure cre- 
by the Wilson administration, 
which withstood even the shock of 
a world war without a perceptible 
tremor. 

Demecrats Reluctant. 

Leading democrats are reluctant 
to charge the republicans with such

No Cause For Alarm. 


“The industries which had a sur- 
plus and which depend upon for- 
eign markets for the distribution of 
this surplus, are going to suffer 
through some disbocation in their 
business,” said Mr. Hull, “and there 
may develop some little stringency 
as a result of the conditions, but I 
do not see any cause for alarm.

Wall Street Report. 

The statement credited to a mem- 
ber of a Wall street brokerage 
house, on the eve of his departure 
for Europe, thatehistory would be 
made in Wall street during his ab- 
sence, caused only amusement in 
informed quarters here. As one of- 
ficial put it, Wall street operators 
have not yet realized what is ap- 
parent to every one else, and that is 
that the country no longer trem- 
bles when the Wall street’ specula- 
tors get panicky because of condi- 
tions purgly local to the stock mar- 
ket. 

“The fact is.” said this official. 
“there was a panic in Wall street 
some eight weeks or s0 ago. It 
didn’t cause a flurry outside of the 
street, however. Why? Because 
the federal reserve system is too 
strong to be hurt by anything the 
stock manipulators may do. Had 
that Wall stret disturbance occurred 
prior to the creation of the federal 
reserve system disaster would ahve 
resulted, just as it did in the so- 
called Roosevelt panic—a Wall 
street made panic—in 1907. 

“The best answer that can be 
made to the calamity howlers today 
is to refer them to the absence of 
national bank failures since the fed- 
eral reserve system was etsablished. 
Prior to 1914 there was a nationa 
bank failure on an average of every 
21 days. There has only been one 
nationa! bank failure in the last two 
years. This gratifying record will 
be maintained if the people keep 
their heads, keep at work and prac- 
tice thrift.”

London, February 11.—J. Austen 
Chamberlain, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, announced today that the 
government was willing to partic- 
ipate in an internatonal financial 
conferense if invited by one of the 
neutral natons or by the league of 
nations on being satisfied that the 
conference would assume a really 
representative character. 

The announcement of Mr. Cham- 


cent memorial from bankers and 
others. The chancellor said that 
the government wished to make it 
absolutelv clear that in the event 
of Great Britain’s participation the 
government could not support or 
take a share in any scheme involv- 
ing an addition to the liabilities 
of Great Britain for expenditure in 
America. 

Mr. Chamberlain agreed that the 
picture drawn by the authors of the 
memorial was not exaggerated. He 
declared the attitude of the Amer- 
ican government was a matter of 
first importance as it seemed 
doubtful whether America’s partic- 
ipation could be attained and this 
must gravely affect the influence 
and ability of such ae conferénce. 
The government, however, was un- 
willing to omit any act calculated 
to alleviate the _ situation and, 
therefore, would participate on the 
stipulated conditions. 

The government, Mr. Chamberlain 
continued, was impressed with the 
futility of attempting to solve the 
problem by new borrowing, either 
by internal or external loans, the 
cessation of which had been liaid 
down as the cardinal feature of its 
policy, nor could the government 
grant further advances to other 
countries. 

“The government feels the need 
of contributing to the reconstruc- 
tion of Europe# Mr. Chamberlain 
added, “and is inclined to make cer- 
tain exceptions to the general prin- 
ciple that loans from government to 
government should cease. The yov- 
ernment at the present moment is 
engaged in discussions with the 
governments of Canada, the United 
States and France, and certain 
other countries, including some 
which did not share in the war, 
with regard to the provision of 
government credits to Austria and 
Poland for the supply of foodstuffs 
and raw materials sufficient to en- 
able these countries to avert famine 
and restart their industrial life.” 

Mr. Chamberlain recalled the 
British government's notification in 
November of the impossibility of 
sharing in measures of relief unless 
assured of the co-operation of the 
United States, and said the move- 
ment in foreign exchange since No- 
vember emphasized the difficulty. 
Therefore, to avoid possible mis- 
conception, it was desired to point 
out that if the conference recom- 
mended a. grant of credits in any 
form, the government would be 
unable to support any scheme in- 
volving an addition to its liabilities 
for expenditures in the United 
States.

Philadelphia, February 11.—Rad- 
ical changes in the operation of the 
Pennsylvania railroad system, with 
a rec:_—_aization of officials affect- 
ing many of the higher officers, was 
announced tonight by Samuel Rea, 
president of the company, to be- 
come effective when the railroads 
are turned back to their private 
owners, The system will be divided 
into four regions: Eastern, central, 
north ‘estern and southwestern, with 


each in charge of a vice president’ 


The resnective headquarters will be 
at Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Chicago 
and St. Louis, 

The separation in organization 
that has existed since 1870 between 
the lines east and west of Pittsburg 
Is to be abandoned, the announce- 
ment said, and the system will be- 
come &@ unit in all that concerns its 
service to the public. Instead of 
having a dividing line as at present 
at Pittsburg, the whole territory 
between Altoona, Pa., on the east, 
Buffalo On the north, and Columbus 
and Crestline, Ohio, on the west, 
will comprise the central region. 

Division of Regions. 


The eastern region will extend 
from New York to Alntoona and to 
Washington on the _ south. 
northwestern region will extend 
from Columbus and Crestline to Chi- 
cago and the southwestern will be 
bounded roughly by Columbus, Cin- 
cinnati and St. Louis. 

Each regional vice president wil} 
have a complete staff, including a 
general manager in charge of oper- 
ation, a traffic manager in charge 
Pwo matters affecting traffic and 
rates.

Washington, February 11.—New- 
ton D. Baker, secretary of war, won 
a point today in the intermittent 
warfare which has been going on 
between the war department and the 
United States shipping board over 
the disposition of German ships and 
docks seized by this government 
during the war. 

This time, again after reference 
to President Wilson, the war de- 
partment has been allowed to main- 
tain control over the North German 
Lloyd and Hamburg-American docks 
in New York, which during the war 
were used for the emDarkation of 
more than a million men and mil- 
lions of tons of supplies. 

John Barton Payne, chairman of 
the shipping board, who won his 
Point in the sale of the former Ger- 
man Ships, in a letter to the presi- 
dent, asked that these docks be 
turned over to the shipping board 
in order to relieve the congestion 
in the harbor of New York at the 
present time. 

The president ruled, however, that 
the docks should remain in the hands 
of the war department. A large 
portion of the docks is being used 
by the army for storage purposes, 
and it will require some space to be 
used as a receiving point for the 
bodies of the Amsrican dead that 
are to be returned from France. 
Mr. Baker said today that such 
portions as are not being used by 
the army would be made available 
for the shipping board, but only on 
the condition that the army should 
have full right to the entire facili- 
ties at any time that it became nec- 
essary. 

It was announced today that the 
sale of the former German ships 
which was to have taken place to- 
morrow, had been postponed until 
Monday.

ROM WAR FLEET 


Disposal Being Made of 
Other 1,675---Several Hun- 
dred Still Undelivered. 


By J. A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, February 11.—To 
date, the United States has sold 
through the shipping board 163 ves- 
sels of the large fleet built and 
acquired during the war. The gov- 
ernment is now directing the opera- 
tion through various shipping firms 
of the remainder of its enormous 
war merchant marine of approxi- 
mately 1,675 vessels. principally 
steel cargo vessels, and there remain 
several hundred vessels now under 


contract or construction yet to be 
delivered to the United States ship- 
ping board. Pending definite action 
Irom congress on the dosposal of 
this enormous fleet, America’s first 
merchant marine in a century, the 
board is disposing of those vessels 
availablue for sale and for which a 
reasonable price is offered. The re- 
mainder of the fleet is being let to 
private operators on a percentage 
basis of the freight return. 

From the 163 vessels sold to date, 
|} the government will receive a re- 
turn of $82,424,408, many of them 
being old vessels acquired during 
the war, and lake steamers remod- 
eled for coastwise and ocean serv- 
ice in the emergency. Of the total! 
sale to date, beginning some time 
last summer, only 36 oF the vesse!s 
were then new steel cargo type of 
ship constructed during the war by 
the Emergency Fleet corporation. 
These 36 yessels alone brought $59.,- 
$01,769 of the total sales returns. 
There are more than a thousand of 
these vessels vet to be disposed of or 
operated by the shipping board. 

The remainde rof the fleet sold to 
date consists of “old tonnage ac- 
quired by seizure and_ purchase, 
wrecked vessels, etc., sold ‘as is’ on 
account of age and condition,” of 
which there were 41, principally re- 
constructed vessels taken off the 
lakes during the war and which 
brought a return of $16,002,586. 
Eghteen woden vessels were cold 
for a sum total of $8,168,312; seven- 
teen tugs bringing $1,817,000, and 41 
barges bringing $1928,700. 
date have also included ten of the 
wooden vessels built during the war, 
which #brought a total retur nof 
$3.193,000. The sale of the steel ves- 
sels, it is pointed out by officials 
here, have thus far averaged over 
$216 per deadweight ton out of the 
231,193-ton capacity of the 36 ves- 
sels sold, and it is prediicted that 
the government will experience .lit-

The German Liners. 

With the approval of President 
Wilson the United States shinping 
board is now preparing for the «le 
o ft>° thirty German liners secured 
by this country during the war. 
Protest was at first lodged to this 
sale by the war department on the 
ground that the country would need 
these vessels aS 9 reserve trans- 
port service for the army. With 
the overcoming of this objection the 
terms of the sale will so read that 
the vessels will be bound to the 
American flag and will be subject, 
under whosoever’s hands they fall, 
to recall for army transport serv- 
ice in any emergency that may arise. 
An offer of $28,009,000 has already 
heen made for this fleet of thirty 
vessels in a block, but they will 
not be disposed of as a fleet to any 
one concern. The _ International 
Mercantile Marine company has 
made a flat offer of $4,000,000 for 
the Leviathan alone, Block offers 
wuHl be accepted at an auction to 
he conducted by the government this 
coming week for any portions of 
this fleet now being operated under 
the ~--~°vrement of any one con- 
cern, , guch operating concerns, 
but the fleet will not be disposed 
of as a whole in this manner. 

The shipping board has on foot 
now a proposal whereby such por- 
tions of the grand merchant fleet 
of the country now being operated 
| by private companies will be here- 
| after leased on a profit-sharing 
basis, until such time as a defin- 
ite manner of disposal is authorized 
Under the new plan 
the private operators will receive 
| a share of the net revenues of the 
vessels, instead of a fixed pefcent- 
| age on tariff returns or instead of 
operating under a lease. This will 
place the responsiblity for commén- 
| surate tariff returns directly on the 
| operating companies and stimulate 
them to secure as much business 
as possible, thus affording greater

The Real Reason Why: tconvtas Does Not Reduce Taxation. 
Suffrage Leaders Are Watching the Ohio Test Case in the 
Supreme Court—Young Georgians to the Front. -

Washingtcn, lebruary 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—I have a letter from a reader 
in Georgia asking why, congress 
does not reduce taxation. 

Very pertinent question, I'll admit! 

Fact one is, the republicans have 
wasted so much money in two long- 
drawn-out sessions of idleness and 
investigations that they are up a 
stump as to just how they can re- 
duce taxation. The president asked 
the congress to do so, and the ma- 
jority made all kinds of promises. 
But republican practices lack a jug- 
full of measuring up to republican 
promises. The truth of that state- 
ment is proverbial! 

Fact two is, the republicans don’t 
want to reduce taxes until after the} 
November elections. Serious indict- 
ment to say they are willing to con- 
tinue the load of war burdens upoh 
millions of people simply to abet 
their political fortunes, but it is 
true. They know it is true. They 
have an idea the people will forget 
the fact that the republican party is 
in control of the sixty-sixth con- 
gress and flock to the support of a 
republican nominee for president 
merely because war taxes were im- 
posed under a democratic adminis- 
tration. 

Republican leaders may be fooled 
in finding that the people are not 
so easily fooled as they suppose. 

With national.legislation standing 
as it does; with no measure even 
conceived for relieving the tax bur- 
den and with the expenditure of 
public moneys being piled up by its 
neglect of action and waste the 
present congress is now making 
preparations to get away in June. 
Of course its members will want to 
go to: the political conventions. 
Then the republican leaders figure 
they can frame another prggram 
during the sumrfer of “what ought 
to be done for the country” and 
come back next Decembér, after the 
presidential elections, to do what 
they please without the fear of do- 
ing something that might influence 
these elections. 

As for the soldiers, congress has 
within the past week seen fit to 
pass a bill granting sixty days pref- 
erence to former service men for 
making entries on public lands be- 
fore they opened to the general pub- 
lic. This piece of legislation, intro- 
duced by Representative Ferris, 
chairman of the democratic congres- 
sional committee, and approved by 
the secretary of the interior, is the 
first measure passed in the direct 
interest of all the men who served 
in the war since the $60 bonus was 
given them by a democratic con- 


gress two years ago.

THE OHIO TEST CASE ON 
SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT. 

Equal suffragists are watching 
with a great deal of interest for the 
hearing before the - United States 
supreme court in the Ohio*test case 
concerning the legality of a referen- 
dum on the Anthony amendment. It 
is scheduled for hearing in March. 

Suffrage leaders have secured to 
represent them William Draper 
Lewis, former dean of the Pennsyl- 
vania Law school; George: Wharton 
Pepper and Shippen Lewis. 

Until a decision is handed down 
by the supreme court ratification 
cannot be counted safely completed, 
according to suffragists, unless 36 
states, exclusive of Ohio, are won, 
and even then the matter might be 
open to question. So far the consen- 
sus of legal opinion apparently is 
that a referendum cannot affect 
ratification by a legislature. Four 
state supreme courts, those of Ore- 
gon, Maine, Arkansas and Califor- 
nia, have decided against referen-, 
dums on constitutional amendments, 
while the courts of Ohio and Wash- 
ington took the opposite posttion. 

The Ohio case is the only one be- 
fore the supreme court, It is compli- 
cated by the fact that the Ohio con- 
stitution reserves to the electors the 
right of referendum on ratification 
of federal amendments. A decision 
declaring a referendum legal in Ohio 
might, therefore, not apply to other 
states, On the other hand a decision 
declaring a referendum illegal in 
Ohio would undoubtedly make such 
action illegal everywhere. 

The importance of the decision 
for suffragists is evident from the 
fact that the twenty-two states 
which have referendum laws include 
twenty states which have already 
ratified or are counted on to ratify. 
The twenty-two states are Arizona, 
Arkansas, California, Colorado, 
Idaho, Maine, Maryland, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan,. Mississippi, Mis- 


Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, 
New Mexico, North Dakota, ,Chio, 
Oklahoma, Oregon, South Dakota, 
Utah and Washington. 

The details of the Ohio test case 
are these: A petition was circulated 
and filed in September, 1919, de-

manding a referendum on the ratifi- . 


cation of the suffrage amendment. 
An effort was made to prevent such 
a referendum by injunction, but the 
injunction was refused by both the 
lower and higher court of Ohio and 
was thereupon carried by appeal to 
the United States supreme court. The 
suit seeks to enjoin the referendum 
election on the ground of thd waste 
of public funds for useless election, 


because, it is argued, the provision | 


of the Ohio constitution conflicts 
with article five of the constitution 
of the United States. ; 
Broadly speaking, the question 
calls for a construction of article

tion and for a definition of the term 
“legislature” as used in that article.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 
Neuritis. 

I have been troubled for some 
time with neuritis. What do you 
advise for such cases? (E. J. K.) 

ANSWER—From your letter it 
would seem that you imagine neuri- 
tis is a definite disease. Many peo- 
ple have a similar idea. Neuritis 
means inflammation of a nerve—not 
neuralgia. Injury, poisons like lead, 


hol, may produce neuritis. It af- 
fords a doctor no clew to know that 
you have neuritis; you should men- 
tion which nerve is involved, or 
which nerves, if more than one is 
involved, the duration, your occu- 
pation, and a number of other in- 
dispensable facts, if he is to make 


of your trouble and apply helpful 
treatment. Of course, I can’t do 
that without having aaa ae ex- 
amined the patient. o doctor «an 
diagnose or intelligently treat pa- 
tients with neuritis or other serious 
trouble unless he has personally ex- 
amined them.

'CURZON’S REMARKS

All of the investigation commis- 
sions which have gone into the sit- 
uation in the Near East have re- 
ports, it is understood, that it 
would be inadvisable for the Unit- 
ed States to attempt to exercise a 
mandate in those regions. The re- 


| port made by Major General Har- 


bord, after a stay of several months 
in Armenia, has never been made 
public, but it has been broadly in- 
timated that his decision was 
against a mandate. 

Administration officials are cer- 
tain of one thing, and that is that 
such action cannot even be consid- 
ered until after the peace treaty 
and the league of nations have been 
ratified by the senate, and there 
is little optimism in official cir- 
cles that congress would give its 
approval to any such action on the 
part of the United States. There 
is a resolution before the senate 
now which has never been acted 
upon, providing for a mandate by 
the United States over Armenia.

REPORT ON WORK 


| ‘Many Interesting Items 


in Complete Summary 
Issued by J. Phil Camp- 
‘bell—Boll Weevil Cam- 
paign Schedule. 


An interesting summary of the 
work done during 1919 by county 
agents of the co-operative exten- 
sion work in agricultural and home 
economics in Georgia by county 
agents, together with a schedule 
of the boll weevil campaign to be 
inaugurated has been received from 
J. Phil Campbell, director of the 
‘work. 7 

The farm bureau representative 
and business men will be called 
upon at each lace to adopt a safe 


S}and sane farming program for 1920 


in order to meet the ravages of the 
weevil. 

Among interesting items showing 
the progress made in Georgia -agri- 
culture by agents of the work is 
that of corn. The report shows that 
the number of demonstrators waa 
5,765, with an acreage of 54,384 and 
a yield per acre of 33 bushels, which 
represents an increase per acre over 
normal yield of 17 bushels. 

In the instance of cotton, the re- 
port shows, there were 4,274 dem- 
onstrators and co-operators with an 
acreage of 27,622 and a yield per 
acre of 868 pounds, or 440 pounds 
per acre increase over the normal 
yield. 

Tobacco Reported, 

In tobacco, the number of dem- 
Oonstrators and co-operators was 121, 
with an acreage of 1,504, and a 
yield per acre of 676 pounds, which 
means an increase per acre of 90 
pounds. 

Practically all major and minor 
crops of Georgia are similarly re- 
ported on and just as gratifying 
results and increases are shown. 

Another interesting item report- 
ed shows that during 1919 agents 
in home orekard work inspected 
247,695 trees, pruned 299,926, sprayed 
298,359 and planted 136,799. 

In the feeding of live stock 46 
demonstrations were held; in the 
case of dairy cattle 8’; beef cattle 
532; hogs and 3 sheep. 

Hogs inoculated during the year 
reached the total of 300,581; hogs 
treated, 373,225; cattle treated, 23,- 
319, and horses treated, 1,979. 

Other Items. 

Other items of interest with ref- 
erence to live stock were that 395 
dairy and 278 beef herds were start- 


ed; 313 demonstrations in poultry 
and 1,113 in the management of 
same held; 621 buildings erected; 
693 farm buildings improved, and 
1,192 home light systems installed. 

In the report oh home demonstra- 
tion work it is stated that during 
1919, 560 girls had perennial gar- 
dens on 1-10 acre, on which the to- 
tal yield in pounds of fruit and 
vegetables was 1,636,585. Jars can- 
ned numbered 344,032.

Hair on the Face Is Most Untidy 


It is desirable not to have any 
hair on the face, as powder gathers 
there, even -if there is a slight 
growth, and the brush is necessary 


to take it out before going out on 
the street.

In shaping the eyebrows ic is bet- 
ter to pull out the hairs unless you 
have the meaus t ohave them re- 
moved electrically. It takes pa- 
tience as well. : 

Peroxide of hydrogen is used, too, 
for a face bleach. It not only 
whitens the hair, but the skin. If 
the hair grows low on the neck and 
you are in the habit of shaking it, 
use the peroxide to make the shaved 
area look whiter. If the hair is 
dark, even though you shave close- 
ly, the ends of the hair will look 
dark. It is easy to apply the perox- 
ide night and morning, but do not 
allow it to touch the hair. 

There are several depilatory prep- 
arations for removing hair. One of 
them is made of 00 grains of sulpy- 
drate of toda and 300 grains of 
chalk. Afeer mixing thorougnly, 
the preparation should be kept ary, 
in a corked bottle. 

When applying. mix first with 
warm water, to make a thick paste. 
Leave on the hairy surface from one 
to five minutes—until a burning 
sensation is produced. Remove with 
warm water. Then massage with a 
good cream. 

If the skin becomes irritated by 
the application, use witch hazel im- 
mediately after removing. 

Another depilatory is made of 80 
grains of barium sulphide and 400 
grains of powdered chalk. The 
barium sulphide must be absolutely 
dry when mixed with the chalk. 
This, too, is made into a thin. paste 
just before using.

Wall Street Gossip. : 

The easing of call money yesterday did little to dispel the thick! 
gloom that has been pervading Wall street ever since depreciation of | 
foreign exchange reached the acute stage. The discouraging drift of | 
the railroad labor situation, which does not seem to become less threat- 
ening in spite of the menacing financial conditions which the roads 
confront in connection with their returns, is about all one hears talked 
in banking circles, according to the observations of a commission house 
partner who circulates quite freely among the big bankers. This man 
observes that it will really be remarkable if some serious railroad 
trouble does not develop among weaker lines after March 1.

Ponderous Inventories.

Organization of Dealers, to 
Be Part of Merchants’ As- 
sociation, Discussed. 


Definite steps looking to the in- 
corporation of all Atlanta retail 
drug dealers as a branch of the 
Retail Merchants’ association, were 
outlined at a meeting last night of 
druggists in the banquet hall of 
the Kimball house. A membership 
committee composed of | leading 
dru«~'sts, \ Charles A, Smith as 
chairman, was appointed to Iesk 
into the details of organization and 
co-operate with the Merchants’ as- 


sociation in securing a complete en- 
rollment of Atlanta’s prescription 
men. 

Recent charges of profiteering 
launched against the druggists by 
John A. Manget, fair price com- 
missioner for Georgia, were de- 
nounced as untrue by the retail- 
ers present and measures to pre- 
sent the druggists’ side of the con- 
troversy were discussed. 

The advantages of co-operation 
between the druggists and other re- 
tailers, through the Merchants’ as- 
sociation as a medium, were out- 
lined by P. A. Megahee, secretary 
of the association: D. G. Wise, Lynn 
Fort and T. H. Brannon. Mr. Wise 
in his address took the position 
that the intricate problems of the 
drug industry required co-operation 
to effect solutions, and that this co- 
ordination of labor on the part of 
all retailers could only be gained 
through a central organization, with 
the interests of the dealers always 
at heart. 

Of the druggists present at the 
banquet last night, thirteen were 
already affiliated with the Atlanta 
Retail Merchants’ association, and 
seventeen new members were add- 
ed to the druggists’ branch of the 
trade body at the meeting. Several
